She has sued Mim for slander, 
claiming $10,000 damages, and altogether the 
affair is the most complicated one ever known 
here. The entire town has taken sides with 
one or the other, and thereis bicod on the 
moon. Miss Lytie is popular and bas many 
friends. Mr. Stetson is prominent and infiu- 
ential and also has many friends, and these 
friends clash. They meet on the street or 
anywhere else and begin arguing the case.

The first thing that a Trisune correspond- 
ent struck when he landed here this morning 
was just such a dispute, and it looked for a 
moment as though there might be case for 
the Coroner.

Send 
some one for identification. THOMAS. 

Immediately on receipt of this dispatch the 
Superintendent-.sent for Officer Collins and 
Policeman Clark, who is well acquainted 
with Kelly. They were told to go to Bt 
Louis, and left.yesterday morning. Chief 
Marsh was anxiously waiting to hear from 
them last evening. 

Officer Thomas wired the Chief during the 
day that Kelly had said he was willing to 
come to Chicago for identification without a 
requisition. ‘This may be a bluff,” said the 
Chief, “ana we are not going to take any 
chances. 

Chief Marsh, thinking the capture may be 
important, bas. taken precautions against 
any rescue of the prisoner by Clan-na-Gael 
sympathizers or by Clan-na-Gael conspira- 
tors fearing exposure.

The Senate ratified the British extradition 
treaty today with one vital amendment and 
one less important one. The vital change 
was in striking out the clause which made 
“obtaining money, or valuable se- 
curities by false pretenses,’ The less im- 
. portant modification was in Gefining the 
term manslaughter by inserting the 
qualification “voluntary” before it. These 
amendments were not accepted till it 
was de that the Democratic Sen- 
tors had decided to makes party issue of 
‘the treaty and prevent it from receiving the 
two-thirds vote necessary for ratification un- 
dees the amendments were made. The treaty 
was in fact at one time lost by a@ vote of 34 
affirmatives to 19 negatives, or not quite two- 
thirds, and was only saved by 4@ series of

the amendments noted above. When 
e Bowae péen done the treaty was ratified 
with practical unanimity. The nineteen

HI8s RIGHT TO BE COUNTY JUDGE. 


Judge Horton Incilines to the Belltef That 
Qceo Werranto Is the Proper Course 
Judge Horton heard arguments yesterday in 
the suit of Lawyer W.T. Burgess to restrain 
County Olerk Wulff ana Treasurer Davis from 
paying Judge Prendergast flis salary as County 
Judge. Mr. Burgess’ mili advances the theory 
that in acceptimg the posigion of Drainage 
Trustee Judge Prendergast ipso facto resigned 
the office of County Judge, and no successor hav- 
ing been appoin by the Governor, and At- 
torney-General not moving in the matter. Mr. 
Burgess, as a taxpayer, hasa right to test his 
title to the office of Judge. 
. Smith represented Judge 
rg ws i to the court’s jurisdic- 
tion,” said he, “and shall corfine myself to 
that point, Whether what Mr. Burgess con- 
tends for is true or not, he has not pursued the 
proper remedy. I shaii.cilaim that quo war- 
ranto and not a bill in equity is the proper form 
of proceeding.” 
r. Burgess then argued that quo warranto 
was no doubt the proper proceeding when there 
were two contestants for a public office. His 
suit was the action of a taxpayer. not to ques- 
tion Judge Prendergast’s title directly. but to 
prevent a misappropriation of funds. Quo war- 
ranto would not lie either where the office 
was Vacant, an@ he held the County Judge- 
ship was vacant the moment Judge Pren- 
Gdergast accepted the office of trustee. 
‘It remained for Judge Prendergast,” he said, 
“to institute in this county the spectacie of a 
man holding an office ia direct and "eo vio- 
lation of the Constitution. When the Supreme 
Court intimated a doubdt of Juage Knickerbook- 
er’s title tothe Probate Judgesbip he peuesy 
tepped down and out until his title was affirmed. 
Teage Prendergast, on the other band, remains 
in the office when everybody knows he has no 
right to it. Is he a man fit to be a Judge?” 
n. Smith replied that from the temper of 
Mr. Burgess’ argument it was evident he was 
trying to get back at Ju Prendergast for some 
rsonal grievance, ‘*‘Quo warranto, says Mr. 
urgess, will not lie when an office is vacant. 
The office is not vacaut, for Judge Prendergast 
is de facto Judge. Today he argues that because 
Prendergast is a trustee he is not Judge. Satur- 
day he contended that the Drainage law was un- 
constitutional. If he was right then he can't be 
right now, for if the Drainage act is unconstitu- 
tional Judge Prende t is not trustee, and if he 
is not trustee he is a County Judge." 
Mr. Burgess denied havine a personal grudge. 
“TI am inclined,” said Judge Horton, “to more 
than grave doubts on this subject of the proper 
remedy to be pursued in this case. I lean to- 
ward the belief of Gen, Smith, thatin this case 
the only way to test Judge Prendergast's title to 
the office is by quo warranto. Would it be right 
for me to do indirectly, if it 1s shown that I might 
proceed on the theory of public property rights 
being involved, what I would not have jurisdic- 
tion to do directly? If Il granted an injunction it 
would prevent Judge Prendergast’s receiving 
his per. and that woold be denying him title in- 
y. when according to the argument the 
law is that in a Dill in chancery this cannot be 
directly done,and must be done if at all by quo 
warranto.” 
“But that is not the iaw,”’ protested Mr. Bur- 


“ Well. I must look up the authorities before I 
hold that it is not the law,”’ said the court. ‘As 
to whether I have jurisdiction 1s a matter I will 
take under advisement. ButI think to be con- 
sistent I should have to declare the respondent 
not entitled to the office of County Judge if I find 
Ihave the powerto do so. That is because I 
have in effect formally held the Drainage act to 
ve constitutional. Hav decided that Judge 
Prendergast is a trustee 1 should have to hold 
that he is not Judge: but, as I have said, I must 
first ascertain what my jurisdiction ts." 

Before the Prendergast matter came up the 
bill of Owen Murray against the sanitary district 
of Illinois was dis of. and it goes to the 
Supreme Court with the bill of Marshall J. 
Wilson and the quo warranto, in which the 
right of the trustecs to issue bonds and to hold 
their office is involved. Mr. Burgess said he had 
decided not to keep the bill hanging, but to let it 
be settled at once. With the concurrence of 
Messrs. Gregory and Wiison, attorneys for the 
board, the trustees’. demurrer to the bill was 
sustained and the bill was dismissed, and for 
the third time the Drainage act was formally 
hej@to be constitutional. An appeal was taken 
by Murray in bonds of $250. 


FOR A REPEAL OF THE ORDINANOE. 


Ratlroads Working for Permission to Run 
Over Ten Miles an Hour Legally. 

Some of the officers of the Burlington railroad 
waited on the Mayor yesterday for the purpose 
of seeing if some understanding could not be ar- 
rived at with the city whereby the! laws now re- 
stricting the speed of trains,to ten miles an hour 
within the city limite could be avoided. The 
Burlington officials offered to erect viaducts at 
every third street along the road from their de- 
pot to Western averue, provided the city agreed 
to close up the intervening streets and allowed 
the road to increase the rate of speed. Of course 
the Mayor could not listen to any such absurd 
proposition as that to close streets. There will 
be another conference. 

Petitions are being circulated in tne outlying 
wards for the repeal of the ten-mile ordinance. 
The railroad companies, it is wunder- 
stood, are bebind these petitions. Some 
of the Aldermen favor a twenty-mile rate, 
even a twenty-five-mile rate if the companies 

e to the erection. of gate-guards and viaducts 
in accordance with the Dixon ordinance. Ald. 
Nobile of Englewood said yesterday: * The Coun- 
cil can force the railroads to do their duty. The 
city limite now extend to the indiana State line, 
to Riverside. and to Evanston. A six-mile rate 
for freight trains within this limit and a ten-mile 
one for passengers would cripple every road cen- 
tering here.”’ 

Commissioner Purdy will go out with the North- 
western officials teday to point out where gate- 
guards ought to be put. e Council Committee 
on Railroads is invited to inspect interlocking 
switches and signals for safety purposes on the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul tomorrow. The raii- 
road people are beginning to come off their high 
horse, and they will not attempt the threatened 
bluff of the 9th of March. In the meantime the 
members of the Council are complaining at Rail- 
road Chairman Gorton’s do-nothing policy. 

An Englewood citizen was circulating a petition 
on a Rock Island suburban train yesterday when 
he was requested by the trainmen to desist. It was 
addressed to the City Council, asking that an or- 
dinance be passéd fixing the minimum speed of 
trains at fifteen miles an hour, and also another 
ordinance with stringent provisions requiring 
rdilroads to provide each street crossing within 
the city limits with the most approved system of 
gates, each street crossing to bein charge of an 
officer appointed by the city and paid by the raii- 
road company.

LaeBlanche would not consent to return 

the match for the present and the most available 

man, therefore, to match against Dempsey 
was the Australian middleweight champion, Mo- 

Carthy. who had recently arrived in this city, 

and who had gained some prominence by his easy 


defeat of Kelleher. 

When the California Club first made che match 
between Dempsey and McCarthy it was generali- 
ly regarded here that the Nonpareil would haye 
a very easy game. This opinion soon changed, 
however, owing chiefly to the discouraging re- 
ports of Dempsey's health, which seemed to 
have some foundation, as Dempsey was not well 
enough to fight last month on the date for which 
the match was originally set, and it was neces- 
sary to postpone the contest until tonight, 
Dempsey's health improved, however, in the 
last few months, and wWhen the 
for the fight srrived he 
nounced himself in ee condition. His 
stock was still high anda pe Pig generally in 
his favor. about the largest being 100 to 60. 

McCarthy injured his hand a few weeks ago 
while wrestling, and his friends expressed some 
fears on this account, but the hand geemed to 
have recovered entirely.

McCarthy landed lightly on Dempsey’s neck, and 
the round ci wi several points in the 
Nonpare?l’s favor. 

Third Round—MecCarthy caught another left- 
hander in the chin, which Dempsey followed up 
with a good blow on the ribs repeated this a 
moment later. The Australian ducked well and 
saved himself from a fierce blow aimed at his 
neck. Just as the round closed he struck Demp- 
sey hard in wind and received a hot one on the 
forehead in return. 

McCarthy followed Dempsey cleverly, but the 
Nonpareil watched his opportunity and his leit 
soon found the Australian's neck balf a dozen 
times without return. 

In the fifth round Dempsey again found Mo- 
Carthy’s body, and got a rap On the ear 
from the latter’s right. MoCarthy then made a 
savage rush and struck Dempsey twice on the 
ear hard.
